To the Commissioner for Patents: 

In communications with Examiner Nelson Moskowitz of Group Art Unit 3663, it was 
brought to the Applicant's attention that an Office Action dated September 10, 2002 was issued 
for the above-referenced application. Applicant never received the Office Action dated 
September 10, 2002 and thus was not able to file a timely response to the Office Action, hi view 
of this, Applicant hereby respectfully requests that the holding of abandonment of the current 
application be withdrawn and that the current application be returned to prosecution for re- 
issuance of the Office Action dated September 10, 2002. 
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On March 18, 2003, as a courtesy, Examiner Moskowitz contacted Applicant's attorneys 
to inquire as to whether it was intentional that a response to the Office Action of September 10, 
2002 was not filed within the six-month period for response. It was at that time that Applicant 
first became aware that an Office Action was issued on September 10, 2002 for this application. 
Since Apphcant was not aware of the issuance of the Office Action, a timely response was not 
filed by the Applicant to the September 10, 2002 Office Action and this application has become 
abandoned. However, Applicant has not yet received a Notice of Abandonment for this 
application. 

In support of the current petition for withdrawal of the holding of abandonment. 
Applicant is enclosing herewith a declaration by AppHcant's undersigned attomey of record 
attesting to the non-receipt of the Office Action dated September 10, 2002.' 

Applicant is also enclosing a copy of the front cover of Applicant's attorneys' file jacket 
on which docketed actions are noted for the current application and a print-out from the 
Applicant's attorneys computerized docketing system of actions due for the current application. 
Had Applicant's attomeys received the Office Action dated September 10, 2002 the three-month

As 
can be seen from the print-outs from the Applicant's attorneys' computerized docketing system, 
docketing entries were made for internal checks on the application including following up on 
receipt of the return postcard, application status check, foreign filing reminders and due dates, 
information disclosure statement due dates and reminders, and docketing of an internal due date 
for filing of the current petition, as well as due dates for past Office Actions. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the holding of abandonment be withdrawn and the 
Office Action dated September 10, 2002 be re-issued and the time for filing response to the 
Office Action be reset.
